pursuant to the provisions contained in the said Act of the eighth and 
ninth pears of Her present Majesty's Reign, hi lieu and stead of all 
other stamp duties which would have been chargeable in respect of any 
such Lease immediatetp before the passing of this Act, there shall be 5 
granted, raised, levied, collected, and paid in Ireland, unto and for the 
use of Her Majesty, Ha- heirs and successors, a stamp duty of Two 
Shillings and Sixpence, and any counterpart of any such Lease so 
stamped shall not be subject to any stamp duty.

And be it Enacted, That the said duties by this Act granted shall lo 
be denominated and deemed to be stamp duties, and shall be under 
the care and management of the Commissioners of Stamps and Taxes 
for the time being j and that all the powers, provisions, clauses, regu- 
lations and directions, fines, forfeitures, pains and penalties contained 
in or imposed by the several former Acts of Parliament relating to any 15 
prior duties of the same kind or description in Great Britain and Ire- 
land respectively, and in force at the time of the passing of this Act, 
shall respectively be of full force and effect with respect to the duties 
by this Act granted, and to the vellum, parchment, and paper, articles 
matters and things charged and chargeable therewith, and to the per- 20 
sons liable to the payment of the said duties, and shall be observed, 
applied, enforced, and put in execution for the raising, levying, col- 
lecting, and securing of the said duties hereby granted, and otherwise 
in relation thereto, as fully and effectually to all intents and purposes 
as if the same had been herein repeated and specially enacted with 25 
reference to the said duties by this Act granted. 



Deed to delude all And be it Enacted, That every such deed, executed according to 
Houses, &c. pursuant to the directions contained in the Schedule to 

this Act, unless any exception be specially made therein, shall be 
held and construed to include all outhouses, buildings, barns, stables, 30 
yards, gardens, cellars, ancient and other lights, paths, passages, 
ways, watercourses, easements and appurtenances whatsoever, to the 
lands and tenements therein comprised belonging or in anywise apper- 
taining. 



Deed failing to take And be it Enacted, That any deed or part of a deed, executed as 35 
^be^vaUd^lf iast aforesaid, which shall fail to take effect by virtue of this Act, 

Act not made. nevertheless be as valid and effectual, and shall bind the parties 

thereto, so far as the rules of law and equity will permit, as if this Act 
had not been made.

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■word “ lands ’ shall extend to all tenements and hereditaments of any 
tenure; and every word Importing the singular number only shall 
extend and he applied to several persons or things as well as one 
person or thing, and the converse ; and every word importing the 
5 masculine gender only shall extend and be applied to a female as 
well as a male ; and the word “ person” shall mean and include any 
body politic, or corporate or collegiate, as well as an individual.

Directions as to the Forms in this Schedule.. 

T. Parties who use any of the Forms iu this Schedule may substitute for the words 
**■ Lessee” or " Lessor ” any name or names. 

2.. Such parties may substitute the feminine gender for the masculine, or the plural 
number for the singular, in the forms in this Schedule. 

3.. Such parties may introduce into or annex to any of the forms, any express exceptions 
from or express qualifications thereof respectively, or they may introduce any other agree- 
ments not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act. 

4. Where the premises demisedshall.be of freehold tenure, the covenants 1 to 10 shall 
be taken to be made with,, and the proviso 11 to apply to the heirs and assigns of the 
lessor ; and where the premises demised shall be of leasehold tenure, the covenants and 
proviso shall be taken to be made with and apply to the lessor, his executors, adminis- 
trators and assigns.

And the said [lessee] doth hereby, for himself, his heirs, executors, administrators 
and assigns, covenant with the said lessor, that he the said lessee, his executors, adminis- 
trators, and assigns will during the said term pay unto the said [lessor] the rent hereby 
reserved, in manner hereinbefore mentioned, without any deduction, whatsoever.

duties or assessments whatsoever, or any portion thereof, which the lessee is or may be by 
law exempted from.) 

3. And also will during the said term well and sufficiently repair, maintain, amend, and 3. And to rep^- 
keep the said demised premises, with the appurtenances, in good and substantial repair, 

together with all buildings, windows, doors, and all other fixtures,, and all gates, hedges, 
ditches, fences, drains, and things which at any time during the said term shall be erected’ 
and made or shall be on the said premises, when, where, and so often as need shall be. 



4. And it is hereby agreed, that it shall be lawful for the said [lessor], and his ^ents,. 
at all seasonable times during the said term, to enter the said demised premises to take a 
Schedule of the buildings, fixtures, gates, hedges, ditches, fences, drains and things made 
and erected, or being thereupon, and to examine the condition of the said premises ; and 
further, that all wants of reparation which upon such views shall be found, and for the 
amendment of which notice in writing shall be left at the premises, the said [leasee], his 
executors, administrators and assigns, will within three calendar months next after every 
such notice well and sufficiently repair and make good accordii^ly.

persons whomsoever, without the consent in writing of the said [lessor], his executors, 
administrators, or assigns, first had and obtained. 

6. That he the said [lessee], his executors, administrators and assigns, shall not, nor g; ^nd that he 
will at any time hereafter, during the term hereby granted, build or erect,, or permit, or ^Uot^b^dhowet 
suffer to continue, built or erected, on the said lands hereby demised, any farmers siting, 
dwelling-houses, labourers’ houses, or other messuages whatsoever, except such as he or 

they shall, from time to time, be expressly authorized to build or erect, or permit to be 
built or erected by the license and consent in writing of the [lessor] or person for the 
time being entitled to the reversion immediately expectant upon the term hereby 
granted. 



7. That the said [lessee], his executors, administrators and assigns, shall not, nor will 
at any time or times during the continuance of the term hereby granted, take two white 
or corn crops in succession off any part or parts of the lands hereby demised.

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8. That the said [lessee], his executors, administrators and assigns, shall and will, from 
time to time, manage, till and use the lands hereby demised in a good and husbandlike 
manner and in due and regular course of good husbandry, so that the same may not be 
in any way injured or deteriorated. 

9 . And further, that the said [lessee] will not, without the consent in writing of the said 
lessor, his heirs or assigns, burn, or permit to be burnt, any part of the soil or surface of 
the said farm or lands. 

10. And further, that the said [lessee] will, at the expiration or other sooner determi- 
nation of the said term, peaceably surrender and yield up unto the said [lessor] the said 
premises hereby demised, with the appurtenances, together with all buildings, erections 
and fixtures now or hereafter to be built or erected thereon, in good and substantial repair 
and condition in all respects, reasonable wear and tear and damage by fire only excepted. 

11 . Provided always, and it is expressly agreed, that if the rent hereby reserved, or 
any part thereof, shall be unpaid for twenty-one days after any of the days on which the 
same ouo'ht to have been paid, (although no formal demand shall have been made thereoO, 
or in case of the breach or non-performance of any of the covenants and agreemente 
herein contained on the part of the said [lessee], his executors, administrators and assigns, 
then and in either of such cases it shall be lawful for the said [lessor], at any time there- 
after, into and upon the said demised premises, or any part thereof, in the name of the 
whole, to re-enter, and the same to have again, re-possess and enjoy, aa of his or their 
former estate, anything hereinafter contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

12. Andthepessorjdothherehy, for himself, his heirs, executors, administrators and 
assigns, covenant with the said lessee, his executors, administrators and assigns, that he 
and they, paying the rent hereby reserved, and performing the covenants hereinbefore on 
his and their part contained, shall and may peaceably possess and enjoy the said demised 
premises for the term hereby granted, without any interruption or disturbance from the 
said [lessor], his executors, administrators or assigns, or any other person or pereons law- 
fully claiming by, from or under him, them or any of them.
